This responds to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request dated September I, 
2017, and received in this Offiee on September 5, 2017, in which you requested 
correspondence dating February 9, 2017, to September 1, 2017, between the Office of the 
Attorney General and members of the Fraternal Order of Police involving matters that pertain 
to offieial business. This response is made on behalf of the Office of the Attorney General. 

Pursuant to your telephone eonversation of September 12, 2017, with Erie Hotehkiss of 
this Office, you agreed that your request would be satisfied by a seareh of the electronic 
database of the Departmental Exeeutive Secretariat, whieh is the official records repository of 
the Offiee of the Attorney General. Your request has been processed aceordingly. 

Please be advised that a search has been conducted of the electronic database of the 
Departmental Executive Secretariat, whieh is the official records repository for the Office of 
the Attorney General, and five pages of material were loeated that are responsive to your 
request. I have determined that this material is appropriate for release with exeisions made 
pursuant to Exemption 6 of the FOIA, 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6), whieh pertains to information the 
release of which would constitute a elearly unwarranted invasion of the personal privacy of a 
third party. 

For your information, Congress excluded three discrete eategories of law enforcement 
and national security records from the requirements of the FOIA. See 5 U.S.C. § 552 (2012 & 
Supp. V 2017). This response is limited to those reeords that are subjeet to the requirements of 
the FOIA. This is a standard notification that is given to all our requesters and should not be 
taken as an indieation that excluded reeords do, or do not, exist.

If you submit your appeal by mail, both the 
letter and the envelope should be clearly marked “Freedom of Information Aet Appeal.”

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The North Carolina State Lodge of the Fraternal Order of Police would like to express its views 
regarding a federal civil rights investigation of the Harnett County, North Carolina Sheriffs 
Department. 

For the past several years, the Fraternal Order of Police has been gravely concerned with the 
increasing number of attacks on law enforcement officers throughout America. Those attacks 
often result from initial physical challenges by suspects or inmates and often quickly lead to 
necessary escalating use of force due to attacks against law enforcement officers. Outlandish 
media reports that do not accurately reflect what really happened follow’ and thereafter 
repetitious investigations and lawsuits follow. We respectfully submit that over the last several 
years, law enforcement agencies have experienced too many overlapping 
investigations. Responding to multiple lawsuits and legal challenges ends up costing hundreds 
of thousands of dollars when those funds could be better used in collaborative rather than 
adversarial efforts to combat crime and educate the public on problems officers are facing in 
criminal law enforcement. 


In 2016, the United States Justice Department began an inquiry into a law enforcement 
investigation and actions taken on November 15, 2015 in Harnett County. In that matter, John 
Livingston was shot and killed by 1 lamett County Deputy Sheriff Nicholas Kehagias. We have 
discussed the facts with one of the attorneys involved in the ca.se and we strongly believe that the 
use of force was completely justified and appropriate in light of the attack on former Deputy 
Kehagias. The incident was presented to the Grand Jury sitting in the Harnett County Superior 




Court, and the Grand Jury refused to return a true bill of indietment. The case also was 
investigated by the Training and Standards Division of the North Carolina Sheriffs’ 

Association. The same facts were presented to this certification agency and the agency 
dismissed the case. We strongly believe that this incident is not appropriate for yet another 
investigation, this time a federal grand jury investigation. Accordingly, we respectfully ask that 
your staff and you examine this matter and direct the Federal Prosecutors to bring a swift 
conclusion to that federal inquiry with no charge against former Deputy Kehagias or any other 
Deputy Sheri fl'. 

Furthermore, we understand a second case dating all the way back to 2011 was identified and 
investigated as part of the civil rights federal grand jury investigation lodged against the Harnett 
County Sheriffs’ Office. The case involved a Taser incident in which an inmate threatened 
physical harm to officers, refused to follow directions, and made an aggressive move toward one 
of the officers, fhe Detention Officer used his Taser due to the inmate's refusal to follow 
commands and after making an aggressive move toward one of the officers. The Detention 
Officer had to make a split-second decision on whether to use the Taser. He believed he was 
justified in using the appropriate amount of force due the circumstances, and we understand 
other detention officers have corroborated that belief. Unfortunately, the inmate was left in the 
cell and later died as a result of lack of timely and adequate medical. The case was settled civilly 
in 2013. This case also was investigated and reviewed by both the State (North Carolina State 
Bureau of Investigation) and local authorities (Harnett County District Attorney's Office) and a 
decision was made that no criminal charges should be filed. 

We understand that the federal grand jury investigation has lasted for over a year and it has 
taken a financial and emotional toll on the law enforcement officers in Harnett 
County. NCFOP believes that further federal oversight of this matter is unnecessary and 
unwarranted. Therefore, we respectfully request that the United States close its investigation so 
that the resources of the Harnett County Sheriffs' Office can be used in more meaningful ways 
including protecting the citizens of Harnett County. 

North Carolina Fraternal Order of Police has more than 6,000 members in North Carolina and is 
looking forward to a close working relationship with The Department of Justice and appreciate 
your attention in this matter.
